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THE TURKISH CRISIS. . 
Tr is not easy to say whether the prospect of a peaceful solution 
of the Eastern quarrel becomes more or less encouraging. Indi- 
cations, it is thought, have appeared of a williuguess on the part 
of the Czar to listen tonegociation, We mast not forget, how- 
ever, that he may naturally enough do this without the slightest 
intention of receding from his demands, moderating his pre- 
tensions, and avoiding an ultimate rupture,—sioce he has already 
occupied two large provinces of the Sultan’s dominions, and by 


or even more, than he could hope to do by immediate advance ; 
while it would be possible for him at any moment, when he 
thought that a favourable opportunity presented itself, to break 
off diplomatic proceedings, and march directly to hisend. We 
still hope and believe that war may be avoided; but we are 
above all things anxious that it should not be warded off either 
by the sacrifice of Turkey or by any concession or retrocessi 
inconsistent with the honour and high principle of England. In 
the meantime, whatever be the fin«l issue, we have the satis- 
faction of feeling that everything has been done both by our 
own Government and by that of Louis Napoleon to pursae peace ; 
and that both nations, while acting honestly and heartily 
in concert, have shown a becoming desire to close no door and 
to leave no avenue untried by which Earope may be saved from 
having recourse to the doubtful and disastrous arbitremeat 
of arms, 

The feeling of the English penne. and the tone of the British Press, 
have been on the whole wonderfully unanimous throughout the crisis. 
There are, however, here and there a few voices raised in cri- 
ticism and in condemnation. We confess that we cannot under- 
stand either the sentiments or the reasoning of those who con- 
sider that the British Government has acted wrongly in promptly 
sustaining Torkey in her rejection of unjust demands, or that 
the resolation of the British people to back their Government 
and stand by their ally is a matter of regret and blame. That 
there is much to admire in the character and habitual conduct of 
the Russian Emperor—that he is an able, dignified, and high- 
minded Sovereign—we readily admit and have always proclaimed. 
But that any one.who has followed the history of this struggle 
and has read the various documents issued by the contending 
parties’; who remembers that the original demand pat forth by 
Russia as all that she required, with the coguisaace and consent of 
the great Powers of Europe, was at once and fally and formally 
acceded to; that all the privileges asked for on behalf of the 
Greek Christians were guaranteed by a solemn firman, with 
which the Russian Ambassador declared himself satisfied; that 
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immediately afterwards a renewed and hitherto unsuspected de- 

mand was made which would have constituted, not the aggregate 
of the Christian Powers, but the Russian Emperor alone, 
the official protector of five-sixths of the subjects of the Sultan ; 

and that this demand was made peremptorily, insoleatiy, and 
with studied and ostentatious arrogance ;—that any one who re- 

collects all this can still speak of the moderation and reasonable 

claims of Russia, appears to as rather incredible than surprising. 

Further, that any one who has read the proclamation addressed 

by Nicholas to the fanaticism of his subjects, aud the recent cir- 

cular with its glaring misrepresentations of fact and its violation 
of ordinary diplomatic courtesies, can doubt that the Emperor's 
desire has been not to avoid but to pick a quarrel—not to obtain 
a right but to perpetrate a wrong—is more surprisingstill. Bat, 
lastly, that any one who has watched the steady, pertinacious, un- 
relenting coarse of Russian aggressiou, who has studied Russian 
history or Rassian diplomacy, who knows the natural desires and 
necessities of Russian policy, or who has read with attention the 
succinct statement we gave last week of Russian encroachments 

aud aggrandisement,—can affect to doubt that the possession of 
Constantinople is her ultimate aim, aud that this movement, and 
every movement she has made in the South for the last ae 

years, are only so many stealthy and persevering steps to 

the realisation of that aim,—is the most surprisiag phenomenon of 
all. We graut the imposing character, the statesmanlike ty, 
the consistent and diguified behaviour of the Czar of & and 
his high sense of public duty ;--but we know that the grandeur 
and enrichment of his Empire is and natarally mast be his chief 
aim, and that he regards this as his most sacred obligation ; and 
we know as well as he does, that the possession of Constantinople 
and the subjugation of Roumelia are essential to the attainment 
of that secure, commanding, and paramount position among the 
Powers of Europe, which he desires and ought to desire for the 


| country whose destinies are committed to his charge ;—and it is 


because we know ail this—because we kaow that his ambition is 
retaining them during the negociation may gain quite as much, | 


grand, systematic, consistent, and sane—because we know that 
he understands thoroughly the iuterests of Russian greatness and 
supremacy, aud holds it a solema daty to pursue them daringly 
and unremittingly—that we entertain not the smallest doubt as to 
the uljerior desigas which dictate his preseat proceedings and lie 


e can perfectly understand the ideas aud-arguments of those 
who hold that we ough’ to have nocontinental alliances whatever ; 
that we should abstain from all interference either in the internal 
or the international affairs of Europe; that when we see bar- 
barous and despotic sovereigas oppressing, and murdering their 
subjects, or powerfal states bullyiag and partitioaing their weaker 
neighbours, we should simply ‘‘ look on and pass by on the other 
side ;” that we should hold ourselves aloof from what concerns 
no material interests of ours, and pursue our course of sablime 
and selfish isolation, regardless of the fate of others. But what 
we cannot uaderstand is, that politicians who do not hold this 
hideous and shallow doctrine in all its nakedaess, and who are 
not prepared to carry it out to all its cousequences, should not at 
once perceive that if there ever was a case in which we could not 
honourably refuse to interpose—if there ever was an ally whom 
we were bound to support—if there ever were engagements which 
on every principle, both of wisdom and integrity, we must 
oe to—such have now presented themselves in this Eastern 
ispa 

We can understand, too, the reasoning of those who are of 
opinion that our Iodian pussessions are a burden and not 4 
treasure to us ; that we should be richer, happier, more peaceful 
aud more powerful were we to cast them to the winds, or to sur- 
render them to Russia; that our influeace in the Levant is mere 
moonshine; aad that as long as we caa sail our ships and sell our 
manufactures by reason of their superior cheapness—an advan- 
tage of which no Potentate can deprive us,—we need wish for | 
nothing more, and need not care who possess this territory or that | 
port. Bat that any one who values India, and is prepared to re- 
tain and defend it, who regards England as a great empire and 
not as a little workshop, aud who kaows how much evea of our 
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sefety depends upon oar naval and especially our Mediterranean 
supremacy, should profess willingness to permit Russia to plant 
herself on the Bosphorus and the Egean, and regard it as a matter 
of indifference whether the key of our Eastern communication be 
held by a harmless friend or by a formidable rival,—this, we con- 
fess, passes our powers of comprebension. 


We can understand, finally, the feelings of those in whose 
estimation war is too terrible an evil to be encountered for any 
cause short of national independence,—who regard the obligations 
of alliance, the safety of our commerce, and the preservation of 
our distant dependencies, as unimportant considerations when 
weighed against the horrors of a bloody and protracted strife. 
But we do not comprehend how those who stop short of this 
extreme conclusion; who admit that hostilities—though to be 
deprecated as costly, to be shunned as vulgar, to be avoided as 
foolish and unchristian—may yet become wise, just, and neces- 
sary, even when national existence is not immediately and visibly 
at stake ; and who are prepared to face a grievous evil for sacred 
and adequate considerations—can hesitate to approve of the 
resolute and unflinching attitude of England at the present crisis. 
If she is not to risk war in defence of a faithful and unoffending 
ally ; if she is not to risk it to prevent the perpetration of a great 
wrong; if she isnot to risk it to prevent Russia from subduing 
Turkey, and, now or soon, seizing Constantinople,—she must 

rociaim that she has sheathed her sword for ever. It is not 
ikely that any dearer or more urgent case will arise in Europe. 
In the warning language of our marriage service:—‘* Let her 
speak now, or ever after hold her peace.” : 


But; im’ truth; this is not the question we-have to decide. / If 
England flinches now, she may bid adieu to peace for ever. “She 
has announced her conviction that Turkey is right, and her reso- 
lution to support her ; and if she now backs out of the controversy, 
she proclaims to all the world, in language which the world will 
not be slow to take advantage of, either that she will not, or dare 
not, or can not, maintain what she deems right, or carry out what 
she has resolved to do. This is what Russia is now anticipating, 
and what has emboldened her to a course which a few years ago 
she would scarcely have ventured to take. She is deliberateiy 
calculating on our weakness, our love of peace, our hatred of ex- 
penditure ; and, if by receding now before her, we show that her 
calculation is correct, the same calculation will be made, the same 
game will be played, and the same result expected, whenever any 
one of the great Powers finds it desirable to bully an ally or to 
trample on an interest of England. We shall not avoid war by 
such a course of yielding: we shall invite it—entail it—necessi- 
tate it. The only difference will be that, whereas now we have a 
good cause, a high prestige, an honourable character, a formidable 
name,—on future occasions, if we yield now, we shall enter on 
our inevitable and self-incurred struggles with damaged repu- 


tation, with diminished strength, and with the odds against us 
fearfully increased, ‘ 


TRADE TABLES. 


Tue Board of Trade Tables, for the first six months of the year, 
which will be found in another part of our journal, continue to be 
extremely satisfactory. The imports of all kinds of animals, except 
cows (in the month) and swine (in the six months) are larger 
both in the month and in the six months than last year. In 
coffee there is a very large increase in the month, 6,750,164 lbs, 
and in the six months an increase of 2,511,762 lbs. In wheat 
and flour, and in all kinds of corn except oats, there is an increase 
both in the month and in the six months ; the total increase of 
all kinds of grain in the six months being 645,977 qrs above the 
importation in the six months of last year. In most kinds of pro- 
visions, in potatos, in sugar (in the month), in wine and other 
things that contribute to man’s sustenance or his enjoyment, the 
quantities imported continue to increase. In flax and hemp (in 
the month), in hides and leather, cotton, wool, silk, and 
in most of the materials of manufacture, the increase is 
considerable. In wool the increase in the month is 4,118,680 lbs, 
making in the six months an increase of 13,273,396 lbs, and, as 
compared to the importations last year, an increase of nearly 50 per 
cent. The articles in which there is a falling off, such as cocoa, 
dried fruits, &c., are either unimportant, or the decline is so 
easily accounted for, that they cannot be regarded as any draw- 
back from the general prosperity. 

Again, too, the exports in the month exceed the exports of the 
corresponding month of last year by 1,003,637/, and in the six 
months by 8,317,165. The increase is to be found in nearly all 
the articles, but it is greatest in linen, metals, silks, and woollens, 
The trade is a fair exchange, goods are bartered for goods, and 
all the parties to the exchange are enriched. 

The shipping, too, both inwards and outwards, has increased in 
the six months, and compares as follows :—

From which it appears that the great increase in the number of 
ships has been wholly of foreign ships, while part of the increase 
of the tonnage is English. e explanation is of course that 
our ships are built of larger dimensions, As none of our ships 
have remained unemployed, and as freights are remarkably high, 
there being work enough for all the shipping of the world—and 
our trade must have been impeded to a great extent had we 
wanted the assistance of foreign ships—it is gratifying to see that 
foreign ships have come in such numbers to our aid. If the har- 
vest be short, and we need great additional supplies of food, the 
nation may be deeply grateful for the abolition of the Navigation 
Laws, which, had they been continued, would have stood in the 
way of our getting an indispensable supply of food. 

Our tables, we must remark, are a little imperfect this month. 
The Board of Trade has made changes in the tables corresponding 
to the late alterations in the various duties, and we have not 
had time entirely to adapt our tables to the new form. Some 
articles therefore, as silks, lemons, and oranges, carpets, &c, are 
rather imperfectly than ivaccurately given. 





SUPPLY OF WHEAT. 
AccorRDING to recent accounts, the prices of wheat in the French 
markets were, for the last week in June and the first two weeks 
of July, as follows :—

These returns embrace only eight of the ten zones into which, 
for the regulation of the corn trade, France is parcelled out; but 
the average they give will not be far from the correct average of 
all France. In our journal of October 5, 1850, we published 
tables showing* the average price of wheat in the whole of 
France for sixteen years (from 1833 to 1848), and the average 


price of 1849, and they were :—

Thus the average price at present in France is 1f 50c higher 
than the average of the sixteen years, and 5f 78c higher than the 
average of 1849—equivalent in the former case to nearly 8 per 
cent., in the latter to 37 6-10 per cent. For France the cycle of 
low prices (which caused so much alarm both abroad and here, 
and occasioned so many bitter complaints) is come to an end, 
and acycle of high prices has begun. This change is clearly due 
to continued great consumption not provided for by adequate 
production to make the quantity of food bear a larger proportion 
to the number of persons and leaving a larger margin for years of 
deficient crops, and by the last and the present seasons not being 
so favourable as precedirg seasons. It happens just now, too, in 
conjunction with very extensive and very brisk trade, which 
makes freights nearly twice as high as they were in 1849, and 
will enhance the price of food very considerably in France and 
in all importing countries. 

In 1850 it was our duty to show, which we did to a great ex- 
tent, and by a great variety of facts, that the price of corn then 
was below the average of past years, and below the cost at which 
it could for a continuance be brought to ‘market. We then 
pointed out, on March 9th, ‘*that the present alarm and appre- 
* hension among the agricultural classes are not warranted by 
“* the facts as they exist; and moreover, that causes of an un- 
‘“ usual and accidental character have mainly contributed to pro- 
“* duce the present panic. There have been many similar periods 
“in former times. The exaggerated fears which then existed, 
“ and the rapidity which supposed over-abundance and extremely 
“ low prices were succeeded by periods of famine and high prices, 
“ should be a warning to Europe at the present moment.” We 
find our warning then now justified by the present price and de- 
mand for corn; and as we then had to counteract the alarm 
generated by those who believed and asserted that the agriculcu- 
rists would be ruined by low prices, we have now to check the 
alarm excited by those who believe and assert that we shall have 
very short commons and very high prices, and we shall find it dif- 
ficult to procure a supply of food. For our harvest no person 
can yet answer; but we may hope, as the crops are favourably 
spoken of in Lincolnshire and other places, and as the weather 
has become fine, that out harvest will not be so short as was 
lately anticipated. Admitting that it is to be short, we must 
glance at the possible quantity of food we may require, and then 
at the possible sources whence we may obtain it. 

Now, the average quantity imported for the last four years 
was, as we stated on the 23rd ult., of wheat and flour as wheat, 
4,792,275 qrs. Our own average growth of wheat, exclusive of 
seed, available for food, may be put down at 16,000,000 qrs, 
thongh this exceeds Mr M‘Culloch’s estimate, and exceeds very

Otherwise Paris is pros- 
perous, and one part of its properity originates in demands 
from America for the manufactures of Paris. ‘ Orders,” “says 
the Times, “ received from the United States have imparted some

“by American merchants to expose in their own name at the 
“ New York Exhibition find a ready sale, it is very probable that 
“a fresh demand for such articles will be made. The departments, 
‘‘ which have long kept back,'were at last obliged to renew their 
“ stock, and have within the last few days forwarded orders to their 
“agents.” Thus the increase of the free people of the States, and 
their increase in wealth, supplying Europe with the materials of 
clothing, and making demands on the produce of its old arts and 
industry, tending to increase the consumption of food, is partly 
the cause of that urgent necessity which now dictates to Govern- 
ments the policy of relieving themselves from the responsibility 
of the harvests, and of removing the obstacles they have placed 
in the way of enterprise, industry, and production.

JAMAICA, 

Tue protracted discussions concerning Jamaica are likely to 
come to an end, but we do not see so speedy a termination to 
the melancholy condition of the island. It has heen brought 
about by vices inherent in the constitution and management of 
the island itself, and is only to be remedied by the slow growth 
of better principles and better habits amongst the governing 
classes of Jamaica. Mr John M’Gregor, who claims to repre- 
sent the largest interest in Jamaica, said, according to the 
Morning Chronicle report—“The misery of that island he 
thought was, in a great measure, attributable to the manner in 
which money had been voted and spent by the colony. He 
thought the constitution of Jamaica should be assimilated, as far 
as possible, to the constitution now established in Canada.” 
Lord John Russell also in his speech, when he explained on 
Thursday evening what the Government proposes to do as to the 
island, said— :

official statements of the export of sugar from British Guiana and Trinidad io 
the years 1840 and 1852. From Guiana in 1840 were exported 579,000 owt 
of sugar, and in 1852, 838,000 owt. There were exported from Trinidad, in 
1840, 245,000 cwt, and in 1852 483,000 cwt; the exports from these two 
colonies together being, in 1840, 824,000 cwt, and in 1852, 1,321,000 cwt, 
being an increase of 497,000 cwt, or considerably more than 50 per cent. on 
the whole exports in 1840. But in looking to Jamaica a very different result 
is found. The exports of sugar from Jamaica in 1840 were 517,000 cwt, and 
in 1852 they were 511,000 cwt. There is a similar difference with regard 
to immigrants. It has been the policy of this country, in compliance with the 
desire of its -olomies, that there should be a number of immigrants imported, in 
order to supply the want of labour occasioned by the abolition of differential 
duties. Now I find that in British Guiana, from 1840 to 1852, there were 49,000 
immigrants, and in Trinidad 24,000, making 73,000 immigrants in those two 
cvlonies, while in Jamaica the whole for the twelve years has been only 14,000. 
Here, sir, therefore, is a very obvious difference between the state of these 
colonies, there being no difference whatever in regard to the Imperial legislation 
respecting them, If slavery was abolished in Jamaica, so likewise it was in 
Guiana avd Trinidad. If foreign sugar was admitted in competition with 
colonial sugar in the case of Jamaica, so likewise was it in the case of Guiana 
and Trinidad. 

The persons, therefore, who are to blame for the distressed con- 
dition of Jamaica are the inhabitants themselves, who have not 
taken the same means as the inhabitants of the other colonies to 
meet the indispensable changes caused by circumstances in the 
Imperial legislation. No improvement in their conduct can be 
directly effected by legislation at home. It is a case in which the 
patient*must minister to himself. All that the Imperial Legis- 
jJature can do is to remove causes of irritation and implements of 
mischicf out of the way of the troubled island. 

Lord John Russell—after pointing out the errors of the House 
of Assembly in Jamaica in reference to taking the entire manage- 
ment of the money it votes into its own hands, and not providing 
by any permanent acts for the salaries ‘of the necessary judicial 
and other functionaries, but have kept them dependent on the 
good pleasure of the Assembly from year to year, and after 
plainly declaring that he was not induced to push the case to 
extremes against the sufferers, though they s by their own 
fault—proposes three things, viz., ‘‘ That there should be a per- 
‘“* manent revenue for those offices which are placed on a per- 
*- manent footing, that the initiative of grants of money should 
““always be with the representatives of the Crown, and that 
‘* certain members of the House of Assembly, or persons properly 
“ entitled, should be the persons responsible for the expenditure 
“ of the public money.” 

To sweeten even these small limitations in the power of the 
Assembly, Lord John proposes that the Parliament should give a 
guarantee for the payment of the interest on the Jamaica debt , 
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while a sinking fand is provided which will enable the Assembly | 
to reduce the interest on the debt and save annually a considerable © 
sum. He will put an immediate end to the dispute between the 
Assembly and the functionaries with permanent salaries, by giving 
these latter a guarantee for half a year’s salary, to the extent 
of 50,000/, the money is to be voted by the Assembly, but to be 
raised by loan, and the interest to be guaranteed, like the in- 
terest on the old debt, by the Parliament. 

To enable the new Governor also to avoid a collision with the 
Assembly, his salary is to be provided for three years by a vote 
of Parliament. Already there is asum of 1,500/ attached to the 
office of Governor of Jamaica, and the Noble Lord proposes to 
ask for $,500/to make ap 5,000/ a year for three years. ‘ At the 
end of those three years,” he said, * it would be a question whether 
that salary should be permanently fixed on a different footing by 
the Assembly and the Council, or it may be that, in conformity 
with the opinions of persons of considerable experience and 
authority, the salaries of the governors of our colonies should be 
provided for by a vote of Parliament.” Formen who have brought 
these troubles on themselves, the Jamaica people are very ten- 
derly dealth with, and a great deal of help is giventhem. We 
hope that it may be serviceable, and that they may not, like the 
Irish and some continental people, rely on the Government for aid, 
and neglect to help themselves. They have the third largest and 
most fertile island of the West Indies ; i¢ abounds in resources ; 
and it must be the fault of the inhabitants if it flourish less than 
Guiana, Barbadoes, and Trinidad. 








THE NEWS FROM CHINA. 
Tae decay and breeking up of old empires seems the order of the 
day. Turkey at,this end of Asia is going, or, infact, as the Western 
Powers dispose of her fate, may be said to be gone 30 decay. At the 
other end of Asia, China seems dissolving. A handful of men, ac- 
cording to one account have captured Nankin, and seem to have 
marched through half China without meeting any important 
resistance. They sweep the Mandarins before them, who either 
slaughter themselves and their wives and families, or are killed 
by the rebels. Another body of about 3,000 men is said to have 
captured Amoy. The Emperor issues his commands, and degrades 
his generals, but seems to make no progress in restoring his 
power, or in repressing the public disorders. His Government 


is incapable of vigorous exertions. We are certainly without 
any very reliable information as to the movement, though at 
length our officers have entered into communication with the in- 
surgents; but the bulk of the inhabitants appear to take no in- 
terest or part in the struggle, and leave it to the Reformers or 
old Chinese Dynasty on the one hand, and to the Tartars and 
Mandarins on the other. As in Turkey, too, the religious ele- 
ment prevails to a great extent. The insurrectionists assume 
the character of Christians, and make war on the idols of the 
people as well as on the Government. As enthusiasm seems 
always necessary to accomplishing great works, religious feeling 
is likely to give vigour, if it give acerbity to the contest. That 
it will tend to the quiet settling down of the comma- 





‘nity after the war is over, whether the Government be con- 


quered or not, is doubtful, and the introduction of religion intothe 
weree will probably create and keep up an agitation for a long 
riod. 

P Neither party has displayed any hostility to foreigners, 
though an outbreak was expected at Canton which it was feared 
might be directed against them. Except that report, we see 
no signs in the impending change of Government, or in the dis- 
solution of the Empire, of foreigners suffering from it. The Chinese 
have now got so used to them, and so like their trade, and so 
fear their power, that no apprehensions, we are happy to say, 
were entertained that our commerce with China will suffer 
whichever party may succeed,—except that commerce must 
always suffer when our customers are engaged in destroying one 
another, instead of making goods to sell. 

The rebellion has not yet made any alteration in our com- 
mercial or our political relations with China. It is so far re- 
moved from us, that it is not at all necessary for us to interfere 
in the quarrel, though applications have been made, on the part 
of the Emperor, for assistance, and the rebels have received our 
officers into their camp. Adhering to the character of merchauts, 
our people in China profess a perfect neutrality, and, whichever 
way the contest may end, they will probably be equally well 
protected. 





STAMP DUTIES ON NEWSPAPERS. 


Tue Royal assent was given on Thursday to the Bill oneepening 
the duty on advertisements and on supplement stamps. The bill 
is now an Act of Parliament, and came into operation yesterday. 
It removes another fiscal impediment, im d in times of ig- 
norance, to the usefal industry of the people. They now will be able 
freely to make their wants known toeach other, which is the surest 
means of getting them supplied in the cheapest manner, if to 
supply them be possible.

FORMING NEW BREEDS OF SHEEP. 


‘TuE. attempt to create new breeds of wen by crossing is not 
new in this country. Some years ago considerable. efforts were 
made to obtain a sheep with the Merino fleece and a good English 
carease, but with little permanent success,. The late Lord 
Western had some cross-bred sheep between the Leicester and 
Merino, which he believed to have attained a permanent and 
uniform character, yet they have never extended beyond the late 
owner’s park. Now the object seems to be to form a grey-faced 
sheep with what Mr Pusey calls “mid le wool;” such as Mr 
Druce’s cross-bred sheep we referred to last week. Since that 
notice was written we have had the opportunity—at the Gloucester 
meeting—of examining not only Mr Druce’s sheep, but those of 
several other breeders who are working in the same direction. 
That examination hag strongly confirmed our previous im- 
pression that little success is likely to attend any of the attempts 
to establish permanent cross breeds. Indeed the attempt implies 
some defect in the accurate observation of facts which must be 
open to all breeders. Mr Druce exhibited several rams and two 
pens of ewes of his mixed breed, which would no doubt. be 
thought in a fair or market good and useful cross-bred sheep; 
and though they possess a certain uniformity of character, it did 
not appear to us to be euch as would be much sought after by 
sheep-breeders, Except that their appearance betokened good 
management, they differed little from many of the mongrel grey- 
faced sheep, we see in the home counties, which make very good 
mutton, but which uo one would dream of adopting as breeding 
stock. Inthe hands of skilful men some sort of uniformity of 
character and form may. be kept up for a time in such a cross 
bred flock, but all experience is against the expectation of thereby 
obtaining any real fixity of type. 

At the Gloucester show, there were in the classes of “Shrop- 
shires” two rams—a yearling and a two-year-old—exhibited by 
Mr John Gillett, of Brize Norton, Oxfordshire, which were the 
produce of. crosses. hetween the Cotswold and Southdown. These 
animals had the appearance of the first cross, which usually 
produces a very useful and saleable sheep. But the owner in- 
formed us that they were bred from cross-bred animals, and that 
he -had persevered for sixteen years in breeding from crosses 
without any new infusion of original blood. One of these sheep 
was with great justice “highly commended,” but still we should 
very much doubt whether many sheep of such form and charac- 
ter could be obtained from a cross-bred flock. They. had all the 
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Imiddle weights mcet an increased demand at an advance of }d per 
b, and the heavier weights of Evgliish butts are also more inquired 
for, at slightly impr rates. Heavy foreign butts have sold treely, 


and the stocks on hand sre aousually small; prices may be quoted id | 


per lb higher. The imports of foreign leather have been smatl 
during the past mooth. The sales include about 1,400 American 
sides, hemlock-tanned, at our quotations, beside the E.st India kips 
sold, as below, at public sale.

London, Aug, 1, 1851. 

The principal feature of interest in the sugar market during the 
past month has been the reduction iu ‘he duty on foreign sugar of 1s 6d 
per ews, viz., from 14s 6d to 13s on “brown clayed.” As was gene- 
rally anticipated from the high nominal price of foreign as compared 
with colonial, the value of.the latter was not affected unfavourably 
thereby; there has been an excellent consumptive demaad throughout 
the month, and although no material chang» in prices is noticeable, the 
quotations of the Ist ultimo for all descriptions are fully supported, 
and white Benares and the grainy kinds of Bengal and Mauritius have 
advanced 6d per cwt. A good business has been done in foreign sugar, 
both on the spot and afloat; in the former case the reduction of Is 6d 
in duty has been, in most instances, equally divided between buyer 
and seller, so that the value in bond is advanced 6d to 1s, and.in the 
recent sales afloat a similar improvement is observable over those 
made in the earlier part of the month. There has been a good demand 
for home refined sugar, and prices have s' gatly improved, the lower 
qualities having advanced 6d; the quotations are, for brown lumps 46s, 
middling 463 6d to 47s 6d, and good to fine 488 to 50s per 
ewt. In sugar refined under bond mee has not been much doings 
but prices are steadily maint.ined, viz., crushed at31s, and 10 lb loave, 
at 36s. Foreign crushed is rather lower than last month, but latterly alittle 
more firmness has been observable; the quotations, free on board in 
Holland, are 24s 9d tu 28s 3d per cwt. There has been a large iacrease 
in the imports of sugar in the moath of July, as compared with those 
during the same period of last year, the greater proportion of the cargoes 
of foreign descriptions having, on their arrival off the coast, been or- 
dered up to ports in the United Kingdom, for which many 
have been d. On the other hand the demand for con- 
sumption has not only been weil maintained, but continues steadily to 
increase over that of 1852, the deliveries for Great Britain ia the first 
seven months of each year being 187,800 and 179,300 tons respectively, 
and with a continuance of the present moderate scale of prices, there is 
every reason to anticipate an increase for the year of 12,000 to 15 000 
tons. In consequence of the small stock of British colonial, which is 
now nearly 40 per cent. les» than last year, the home demand has run 
more upon foreign sugar, of which 22,400 tuns have been taken against

Since we issued our last monthly circular there has scarcely been 
a day without a rain, with a lower temperate than any July since 
1816; and the trade having continued in a state of excitement, 
English wheat advanced 6s per qr; but this improvement has only 
extended to the better description of foreign, chiefly Baltic and 
American, whilst Danube and Black Sea qualities are only enhanced 
in value 3sto 4s per qr. The wheat crop in the aggregate will pro- 
bably be the least productive of any since 1816, and unless the 
harvest of 1854 is very early, we may require an importation of all 
kinds of grain and breadstuffs greater even than that of 1847— 
probably not less than fifteen millions of quarters; but our present 
prices are sufficient to induce an import to this extent, unless France 
should compete with us in the producing markets. In our early 
districts, with fine weather, reaping will commence the beginning of 
next week, but will not be general until near the end of the month. 
The stock of wheat at Gloucester has more than doubled during the 
month. Our present prices are:—Euglish, white, 6s 6d to 88; 
red, 6s to 7s 4d; American, white, 7s 2d to 7s 6d; Danzig, 7s 6d to 
83 9d; Baltic, red, 7s to 7s 64; Ghirka, 6s 4d to 6s 8d; Danube, 
5s 10d to 6s 2d; Polish Odessa, 6s 2d to 63 6d; hard, 5s 8d to 5s 10d 
per 62 ibs at Birmingham.

Foreign Correspondence. 


From our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, Aug. 4, 1853. 

Anxiety about Eastern affairs, which had been hushed cates a 
fortnight, is revived, in consequence of the last information which has 
been received from St Petersburg and the Principalities. The 
Emperor Nicholas is aware of the reluctance of the Cabinets of St 
James's and the Tuileries to embark in a war which may involve 
Europe in a series of endless revolutions, and he avails himself of 
these ultra pacific dispositions to push forward his designs against 
Turkey. The French people were very indignant when it became 
known that tho Russian authorities had forbidden the H 
of Wallachia and Moldavia to pay their usua! tribute to Turkey, and 
ordered them to pay that tribute to themselves, as though the Prin- 
cipalities were already incorporated with Russia. This incident may 
cause the two allied Powers to send their fleets into the Dardanelles, 
without waiting for the answer to the last ultimatum which they sent 
to St Petersburg. 

M. De Kisseloff, the Russian Ambassador to our Court, persists in 
declaring that his master has no ambitious views, and does not intend 
to annex the Danubian Provinces to his Empire. All the advices 
which come from the East are of a nature to contradict those 
assurances. The Cabinets of Paris and London are now decided not 
to wait after the 15th instant. They are perfectly aware that their 
fleets could not remain in Besika Bay during the month of September, 
as that Bay is unsafe at that period of the year, and Tenedos would 
be too far from the Straits. The two fleets will then remain at Con- 
stantinople, awaiting new orders, and surveying the march of the 
Russian troops. If they pass the Danube, the fleets will immediately 
enter the Black Sea, and destroy the naval forces of Russia. Louis 
Napoleon hus, besides, proposed to England to land an army of 25,000 
men in Bulgaria, in order to repel the Russian army, and prevent 
them passing over the Balkans. I have also und that active 
orders have been sent to Cherbourg and Brest, where another fleet is 
preparing, which will be sent with an oo fleet into the Baltic, 

The United States have proposed to the Sultan to support his rights 
by an American fleet, but the French and English Ambassadors have 
advised him not to accept such a proposal, as it would be particularly 
dis ble to European nations to see the American navy interven- 
ing in the affairs of Europe. 

in the midst of such grave proceedings, commercial affairs are 

nearly suspended, and the public funds are again declining, though 
the Government endeavours to keep them up. There is such an 
abundance of money in our market, that the fall of the rentes has 
not been so much as might have been expected.

RAILROADS IN RUSSIA. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

S1rx,—In your leading article of this week, entitled “Trade a 
Source of Civilisation,’ there occurs a misstatement, which perhaps 
you will allow me to rectify, as I am able to do so by personal ex- 
perience. 

You say that Russia has as — only completed the single railway 
that connects St Petersburg with Zarskoe Selo and Paulowsk, adding 
—“A railway has indeed long been projected between St Petersburg 
and Moscow, but proceeds, says our authority, very slowly towards iis 


com, 

Last August (1852) I was a passenger by the train from St Peters- 
burg to Moscow, on a railway that had ‘hen been completed and in 
full operation for upwards of six months. , 

The distance, nearly 500 miles, is accomplished in twenty-two 
hours, which gives a very fair average of speed, considering the nume- 
rous intermediate stations. I may also add that the stations, refresh- 
ment-rooms, engine- houses, &c., are very spacious and handsome; and 
the generat arrangements of the railway well carried out. 

The case inst Russia, which you endeavour to make out in your 
article of ay, is quite clear enough, especially to those who have 
travelled in that country, withoht the aid of your remarks about its 
railways, which I have taken the liberty of noticing —I have the 
honour to be, Sir, your obedient servant, OswaLDE aND SMITH.

Another 
related to Roman Catholic charities, the placing of which under this body, 
without special provisions, he was sorry to find, might lead to questions affect- 
ing the very existence of some of them, unless great care were taken.

In the evening, some observations were made in reference to the accommo- 
dation provided for the Royal Geographical Society. Some discussion afcer- 
wards took place on the present defective state of the law for the trial of con- 
troverted election petitions. 

Mr J. Phiilimore moved an address to Her Mejesty to cause the case and 
memorial of the Parsee merchants Jevanjee Merjee and Pestonjee Merjee to be 
referred to the Jadicical Committee of the Privy Council. In support of his 
motion, Mr Phillimore entered at much length, and with great minuteness, 
into the particulars of the pecuniary transactions between the merchants and 
the Nizam, and their correspondence with his Minister, Chundoo Lall, and the 
British Resident at Hyderabad, and stated that the balance due to the mer- 
chants was 260,000/. 

The motion was seconded by Mr J. A. Smith. 

Sir C. Wood opposed the motion, and discussed the law of the case, contend- 
ing that the assignment of land by a native prince to eny British subject was 
contrary to our municips! law, which these parties bad violated by lending 
money to the Nizam.

J. Roesell, and warmly defended by Mr Roundell Palmer, end the Chancellor of

Mr V. Smith, Mr Henley, and Mr Newdegate oppused the further 
of the bill, and Mr Kinnaird’s amendment being agreed to, the bill was lost. 

In reply to Lord D. Stuart, Lord Jobn Russell observed that on the invasion 
of the principalities by Russia, the Government of the Emperor of Austria, in 
conformity with ite previous declaratiop, exp:eseed ite willingness to hold a 
conference; and at Vienna summoned the representatives of the other great 
Powers of Europe to attend, for the purpose of conferring upon the affair of 
Russia and Turkey. The Minister of Russia did not attend, bat the Ministers 
of Engtand, France, and Pruvsia attended that conference. Certain terms were 
then agreed on, which in the opinion of the representatives of the four great 
Powers might be accepted with honour by the two Governmentsof Turkey and 
Russia. Those terms have been assented to by the Governments of England and 
France, and, according to our belief, have been transmitted from Vienna to St 
Petersburg and to Constantinople. 

The house shortly afterwards adjourned. 

Wednesday, August 3.

There had been a distinction, however, in the 
effect which these changes had produced upon three of the most important 
of the colonies—British Guiana, Trinidad, and Jamaics. In the two former 
the exports of sugar, which in 1840 were 824,000 cwt, in 1852 amounted to 
1,321,000 owt, showing an increase of more than 50 per cent. In Jamaica 
exports of sugar, which in 1840 were 517,000 cwt, in 1852 were only 511,000 
cewt. There was a similar difference in regard to immigrants, of whom Briti-h 
Guiana imported, between 1840 and 1853, 49,000, and Trinidad 24,000, 
whereas Jamaica imported in that period only 14,000. There were circum- 
stances connected with the constitutiou of Jamaica which had always been a 
source of difficulty, and in late years had led to the stoppage of the action of 
the Colonial Legislature, Among these peculiarities was the payment of public 
officers by votes from yearto year. He read the euggestions of Governor Sir 
Charles Grey, who recommended the assimilation of the powers of the House of 
Assembly to those of the House of Commone, and he raid the Government did 
not propose to suspend the representative constitution in the colony, but to in- 
duce, if possible, the Assembly and the Council to act in harmony. They 
proposed, in the first place, that there should be a permanent act, containing 
grants for those officers to whom it was deemed fit that permanent salaries 
should be given; secondly, that the Assembly should make no grant of money 
except upon the initiative of a representative of the Crown, and that the 
officers of the Crown should be responsible for the expenditure of the money. 
On the other hand, it was proposed to endeavour to place the finances of Ja- 
maica upon a sounder footing. The public debt of the colony amounted to 
500,000/, upon which an interest of 6 per cent. was paid; and it was 

that the Imperial Government should give a guarantee for the interest of the 
debt, a sinking fard being provided for its extinction. Another guarantee was 
proposed. The House of Assembly had insisted upon their right to make a re- 
duction of sa'aries, which the Council had regaried as a breach of faith. It 
appeared to the Government that this quarrel might be settled by the grant of 
a compensation, which might induce the present holders to relinquish their 
offices, which could be filled by other persons at reduced salaries. This would 
require 50,0002, which sum the Government proposed ehould also be guaranteed 
by this country, making the aggregate sum guaranteed 550,0001, There was 
one other point. Sir Charles Grey had already held his office as Governor, 
which he had discharged with signal ability, for the fall term, and the Duke of 
Newcastle was of opinion that Sir Henry Barkly, who had been many years 
Governor of Guiana, would be the best person to succeed him, and he had ac- 
cordingly recommended Her Majesty to appoint Sir Henry to that office, A 
question would arise, however, as to his salary, which the Government consi- 
dered should not be less than 5,000/, and, to avoid dispute, they proposed to 
vote 3,500/ towards making up that sum for three years. 

After a few observations from Sir J. Pakington and other hon. members, the 
house went into Committee of Supply. The second reading of the Education 
Bill was postponed for three months. The Por Relief Act Continuance Bill 
was presed. Other bills having been advanced a etage, the house adjourned at

Mr Spooner, in the early sitting, moved that the South Sea Company's Ar- 
rangement and Truste Bill be rejected.

Aftera few re- 
marks from Sir F. Kelly and Mr Henley, 

The Solicitor-Genera] insisted that it was a fallacy to suppose that this bill 
could not pass without the consent of every individual proprietor, The ob- 
ject for which the company was originally established had been accomplished, 
and the company was now virtually dissolved. It was only fair, therefore, 
that the company should have the power of applying their funds to uses of 
present public advantage, 

Mr Cardwell had examined the provisions of this bill, and he had no doubt 
whatever as to ite expediency, or as to the necessity of passing it. The policy 
which the bill enunciated was approved of by the majority of the company, 
and the reason it was not investigated by a public committee was simply that 
the forme of the house required that it should be a private bill. Being uwnop- 
posed, it was referred to the Chairman of Committees, who thoroughly exa- 
mined its provisione, and reported it as unobjectionable. Whence, then, arose 
this opposition? The bill had been approved of by the company in public 
meeting assembled, and since the supposed absence of the consent of the pro- 
prietors was the present ground of oppovition, he thought the house ought to 
experience no difficulty in passing the measure, 

The amendment was negatived without a division, and the bill was read a 
third time and passed. 

The house then went into committee on the Pilotage Bill, the clauses of 
which were agreed to. 

The Custom»’ Acts Consolidation Bill went through committee. The report 
upon the amendments of the Betting-houses Bill was agreed to. The bill was 
ordered to be read a third time on Monday. The house adjournedat four, and 
resumed at six o’clock, when it was

Great ConFLAGRATION.—On Tuesday, the extensive premises of the Pa- 
tent Cocoa-nut Fibre Company, situate in Holland street, Blackfriars road, 
were totally destroyed by fire. Other buildings in the immediate neighbourhood 
received considerable damage. 

Mr Dunn AGAIN.—In the Insolvent Debtors’ Court on Wednesday, this per- 
son was sentenced to 10 months’ imprisonment. 

Conspiracy TO KILL THE EMPEROR OF THE FreNcH,—On Tuesday, a 
Frenchman, named Edouard Raynaud, was charged at Bow street with having 
conspired with others to kill the Emperor of the French. It appears that the 
prisoner addressed two letters tothe Prince de Joinville, in the firet of which 
he proposed a scheme for the destruction of the Emperor’s life, and requested 
the Prince’s co-operation and assistance. In the second letter he offered to go 
over to France and accomplish, unaided, the murder of Louis Napoleon if the 
Prince would give him 201. The crse was adjourned till Wednesday, when 
the Prince de Joinville was present and gave evidence. The prisoner was 
committed for trial. 

HgALTH oF LONDON DURING THE WeEK.—The R gistrar-General’s return 
states that in the week that ended on Saturday, 1,004 deaths were registered, 
a result which, though not unfavourable as compared with the ueual mortality 
of the season in London, again gives indication of that increase which is charac- 
teristic of the summer mortality of towns as distinguished from that of the 
country. The deaths returned in the last three weeks were successively 904, 
971, and 1,004. In the tem corresponding weeks of the years 1843-52 the 
average number of deaths was 1,068, which, with a correction for increase of 
population, gives a mortality of 1,175. This series of weeks embraces the high 
mortality from cholera in 1849, and the average is therefore greater than it 
would be if derived exclusively from years less remarkable for epidemic disease. 
Taking the fatal diseases in groups, it is eeen that the zymotic class increased 
from 226 to 270 in the last two weeks, arising from diarrhea and measles; 
diseases of the nervous system rose from 94 to 128, while thove of the respira- 
tory organs fell from 102 to 79. The progress of diarrhea is shown in the re- 

turns of July as follows :—34, 54, 73, and (last week) 81; cholvra, from which 
no deaths were registered in the firet week of the month, wae fatal in 3, 6, and 
9 cases in the subsequent weeks. Last week the births of 769 boys and 752 
girle, in all 1,521 children, were registered in London. The average number 
in eight correeponding weeks of the years 1845-52 was 1,344.

Exrensive Strikes in SouTH Waxes—An important district of South

ill-advised strike. The Dowlais Works are etopped, its fifteen furnaces are out 
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of blast, and each furnace affeets, directly or indirectly, 1,000 people—men, 
women, and children, At the time the strike took place the men were work- 
ing upon the fourth advance, making in all a rise of 30 percent. Inu the 
Merthyr district an advance of 10 per cent. was accorded, bat the men, 
satisfied with this large advance, asked 7i per cent. more. At 
Works the men turned out without notice, bat shortly afterwarde resumed 
work, the manager—Mr Hi! given " 
but 24 percent. more, or 20 per cent, in all. This stimulated the workmen at 
the Dowlais Works to ask an advance of 7¢ per cent. To thie Lady Charlotte 
Guest declined to accede, and on Tuesday the colliers struck work, without 
giving notice. The example of the colliers was afterwards followed by the 
“ puddiers,” and the whole fifteen furnaces were then at once blowa out, and 
all work suspended. 

Serious Sarike at Mancnesrer.—On Thursday the spinners of Mesers 
Kelly and Gilmour, to the number of about 150, struck work. Their cesvation 
of labour will necessitate the stoppage of 500 to 600 other operatives em- 
ployed in the same concern. Their wages were lately advanced 13 per cent.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL, 


FRANCE, 

The state of the crops in France is productive of some apprehen- 
sions, owing to the: late incessant rains. We learn, however, that 
the Minister of Agriculture has expressed an opinion that the 
aggregate yield of wheat will be a fullaverageone. Wheat and 
flour continue to maiatain high prices. The advices from the de- 
partments, although very irregular, are not sufficiently unfavourable 
to induce the buyer to yield to the pretensions of the millers. Ia 
the eastern departments, in the Brie and Beauce, the crops will be 
inferior in quality and quantity, but in the north and west the 
harvest presents itself under favourable auspices. There is, how- 
ever, one reassuring circumstance—namely, that the produce of the 
other grain will be extremely abundant. Potatoes also promisewell, 
the localities in which the disease made its appearance being hitherto 
mere exceptions. The stock of flour in-the Paria Halle is now 
reduced to 21,000 quintals. Meat still continues dear notwithstand- 
the additional supply of cattle received from the centre departments 
since the opening of the railway communications. The aspect of the 
vines is generally favourable, and if the heat should last in August 
and September, the wine, although not abundant, would be of a good 
quality. Inthe neighbourhood of Bordeaux, there is every prospect 
of a fair vintage, but, owing to the prevalence of the oidium and the 
want of the article, the proprietors still refuse to part with their 
wines on reasonable terms. Brandies also are extremely dear, 
having risen during the last eight days from 135f to 145f per 
hectolitre in Bordeaux. In Puris they sell at 146f, so that there is 
no proportion between the prices of the two markets. The spirits 
ee from beet-root contribute, it is true, to check the rise in 
_ Advices from Lyons regarding the silk fair at Beaucaire state that | 
it had been extremely animated, and that in consequence ot the high 
prices of the silks in Piedmont and Lombardy considerable purchases 
had been made on foreign account. Atl the goods were rapidly dis- 
posed of, and it is said that the soies cowrantes were almost literally 
soatched away, and that many orders must remain to be executed in 
the markets of the ensuing month. Tte soies de filature were also 
eapplpadind for, and prices generally increased during the fair 2f to

Many of the rules have been adopted verbatim from those established 
in the London Silk Conditioning house founded last spring. ‘Those of 
Lyons are the foundation of them ull; but they bave not been al- 
tered, except in respect of charge, for upwards of fourteen years; 
whereas the London rules meet the latest circumstances. 
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Letters from Brest state that a certain activity was displayed in 
the arming of vessels. ; 

The journey of the Emperor and Empress to Pau will not take

The Memorial des P: states that, in the adjacent departments 
the harvest has been got in, and that its yield is at least equal to 
that of an ordinary year. It adds that the reaping of wheat has 
commenced in the plains of the departments of the Pyrenees, and 
there also the yield has been so considerable as to diasipate all the 
fears that were entertained. 

The price of bread for the last fortnight of the present month is 
fixed at 40c the kilo for first quality, and 32c for second. These are 
the prices settled at the last augmentation on the 15th of July. The 
decree fixing the tariff states that the rise in flour is not sufficient to 
justify an increased price for bread. It is commonly believed that, 
whatever may be the value of flour, a fall in bread will be decreed 
for the Emperor’s fete day, Aug. 15. 

It is said that the Municipal Council of Paris is about to contract 
a new loan of 400,000,000f, to be expended in executing various pub- 
lic works, among which are several public markets, according to 
plans suggested by the Emperor. 


PORTUGAL, 


The Cortes have been again prolonged, and the Minister of 
Finance has applied to be authorised to come to some arrangement 
with the Bank. It is stated that the proprietors wil! receive inscrip- 
tions, at 3 per cent., in compensation for their claims upon the spe- 
cial fund of amortisation. on the other hand, the loan of 4,000 contos 
guaranteed by the tobacco contract will still bear 5 per cent. interest, 
and the amount will be gradually liquidated by a monthly payment 
of 25 contes from the contractors. This conciliatory disposition, so 
tardily manifested, is probably to be attributed to theJobstacles 
raised on the Stock Exchange to any transaction on the security of 
the bonds or inscriptions arbitrarily seized by the Government. 

The budget of ways and means has at last been approved of by the 
Chamber of Deputies, As the annual expenditure tor the year 1853 
to 1854 is estimated at 12,005,813 rs, and the income at 11,832,115 rs, 
the deficit will be 173,698 rs; this is about 40,0007. 

The railway contract had been sanctioned by the Deputies. 

Exchange on London—54} for bills at 90 days’ date. 

Reports from the different wine districts represent the disease in 
the grapes as most destructive. The price of brandy was conse- 
quently exorbitant—30/ per pipe. Grapes for shipping will be ex- 
ceedingly scarce.

ITALY. 

Letters from Bologna, of July 29, state that disturbances have 
broken out in various parts of Romagna in consequence of the 
scarcity of corn. The alarm has become so great that Mgr Grassel- 
lini, Governor-General of the four Legations of Bologna, Ferrara, 
Ravenna, and Ford!, has been himself obliged to inverdict the ex- 
portation of corn. Although a law exists to the effect t! at corn can 
always be exported as long as the price does not reach 37 pauls the 
corba, the amount at present is only from 33 to 34 pauls. 


RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 

Rather startling accounts have reached us from the East. The 
following will be read with interest :— 

Prince Ghika, the Hospodar of Moldavia, acting under Russian 
influence, has informed the Divan that he must break off all commu- 
nications with the Sultan’s Government, that he would not for the 
future pay any tribute, and, in short, that he renounced his allegiance 
to his late Sovereign, the Sultan. A similar communication is 
expected from the Hospodar of Wallachia. 

tis asserted that the Porte proposes addressing an ultimatum to 
Russia, in which, after paying due regard to the protection and the 
rights of the Sulcan’s Christian subjects, that Sovereign declares that 
if, in spite of these repeated assurances, the Czar should persist in 
offering war, the Porte is resolved to accept it, but that the respon- 
sibility of the consequences which may ensue must lie with Russia. 
It is further Jasserted that the above document has been com- 
municated to the Ambassadors of England, France, Prussia, and 
Austria. 

Orders have been sent to the Hospodars of Moldavia and Wal- 
lachia, commanding them to quit the Principalities, and retire to the 
right bank of the Danube. 

The Egyptian fieet, with 12,000 men, arrived at Constantinople 
on the 20th ult. The Porte still continues ite warlike preparations, 
and during the week about 15,000 men have passed through Constan- 
tinople on their way to the army on the Danube, which, including 
the fortresses, is about 1,000,000 strong. 

The Russians are now trying their hand at Persia. Prince 
Dolgorouki, the Russian envoy to the Schab, has demanded the sum 
of 80 millions of roubles for some outstanding debt or other not de- 
fined, and as the finances of Persia will not admit of the peyment of 
so large a sum, he has demanded in lieu thereof the cession of the 
rich province of Azerbaidjan. This province adjoins the Russian 
territory south of the Caspian Sea. The Turkish ambassador ie 
Persia, Ahmed Effendi, is trying to prevent this encroachment of 
Russia, and her further advance towards the Turkish frontier. It is 
to be regretted that neither England nor France is represented at the 
present moment in Persia. 

By an Imperial ukase dated St Peterburg, July 20, a levy of seven 
recruits per 1,000 souls, from the eastern half of the empire, is or- 
dered to commence on the Ist of November, and to terminate on the 
lst of December following, which, upon about 23 millions of souls— 
that is, the half of the 46 millions subject to the recruiting laws— 
will give a totel of about 161,000 men to be distributed between the 
army and the fleet. From Jassy, of July 28, we learn that the Rus- 
sian Government, though it allows the Hospodars of Moldavia and 
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Wallachia to retain their titles, and nominally also their power, has 

also deereed that those princes shall have the assistance of a board 

of government, to consist of three members, to be appointed by the 

Czar. All political and administrative measures are to be submitted 

to this council, and its decisions are to be final. Thetwo Princi- 
alities have, moreover, been ordered to farnish a contribution in 
ind. 

Several young Boyards, having shown their disgust at the burdens 
imposed upon the country by the invading army, have been seized 
and pressed into the Russian regiments, where they will have to 
serve for a term of three years. The cities of Jassy and Bucharest 
are to be fortified, to assist the operations of the Russian army. 

We understand that the Russian Baltic fleet has been sent to 
Cronstadt, to complete their fitting. 


SYRIA. 


The greatest disorder prevailsin Syria. The Christians are leaving 
Antioch and Aleppo, and repairing to the towns on the coast. At 
Laodicea the Turks have made an attempt upon the life of the 
Russian Consul. 


UNITED STATES. 


The first vessel of the United States mackerel fleet had arrived at 
Glocester from the fishing-grounds. Her captain reported that the 
vessels were not doing much, owing to the scarcity of fish- 

There had been no particular change in the New York stock mar- 
ket. Crystal Palace shares were selling at 128}. Government and 
State stocks were firm. ‘The supply of money exceeded the demand. 
Prime mercantile paper was in request. Exchange on London :— 
Bankers’ signatures, 60 days, 1093; commercial bills, 1083 to 109}: 
Paris, 5.139 to 5.12}; Amsterdam, 41} to 413; Frankfort 41 to 444; 
Bremen, 79% to 793; Hamburg, 364 to 36g. Cotton in better demand, 
with a more steady market. Sales for the week 8,900 bales, chiefly 
for export. The accounts per Europa had completely unsettled the 
flour market, and, although the arrivals were small and the stock 
light, quite a panic had seized holders, and prices had rapidly 
declined. Freights to London:—Flour, 3s per barrel; turpentine, 
2s 9d per 280 Ibs; measurement goods, 25s to 30s per ton; heavy 
goods, 22s 6d to 25s per ton. ; . 

The latest accounts from Washington state that fresh difficulties 
had arisen with regard to the fishery question. It was believed that 
the negotiations would be delayed, and that the subject would not be 
disposed of before the meeting of Congress, 


WEST INDIES. 

By the steam-ship La Plata, the usual advices have come to hand 
from the West Indies, Mexico, &c. This vessel brings 701,576 
dollars—613,500 being in silver, and 88,076 in gold. Several fatal 
cases of yellow fever have been reported. 

Although La Plata left St Thomas one day after the stipulated 
time, she has arrived at Southampton nearly 36 hours before due, 
and merchants in London and the manufacturing districts will have 
one clear day allowed them for replying to their correspondence b 
the outward mails of the 2d instant bythe Orinoco. A whole mont 
is thus saved in regard to return mails for the Gulf of Mexico, while 
a fortnight is economised in the course of post between this country 
and the West India Islands, the Pacific, and Spanish Main. 

From the Gulf of Mexico there is no news of importance. An 
attempt of General Santa to incorporate the militia and military into 
one force had been resisted by the military authorities at Tampico. 

From Jamaica we are informed that the yellow fever had con- 
siderably abated, with little sickness in the island. Rain was much 
wanted. 

We have further accounts of the progress of the insurrectionary 
movements in Venezuela, The latest advices state that the city of 
Maturin had been retaken from the insurgents, or, rather, that Gen. 
Sotillo, with 700 cavalry, and Colonel Antonio Thomaso Rojas, with 
a division of infantry, having made their appearance in the neigh- 
bourhood of Maturin, the insurgents had noalternative but to retire 
before so overwhelming a force. 

Our accounts trom Trinidad are tothe idth of July. At a meeting 
of the Legislative Council on the Ist, Lord Harriss delivered a state- 
ment of the method he proposed to adopt for providing the necessary 
funds for immigration. His Excellency submitted a scheme, the 
principal provisions of which propose that in future the employers 
of indentured immigrants shall pay the Government, in lieu of the 
present rates, 2/ the first year, and 3/ for every subsequent year. 
When immigrants change their employers, 5/ to be charged the first 
year, and 4/ for every subsequent year. The Excise duty on rum, 
and the import duties on brandy and all other spirits, and on all 
but the cheaper kinds of wine, to be doubled; the increase 
from which source of revenue ie estimated at 16,0001 per 
annum. The import duties on flour, rice, salt fish, beef, pork, 
and other articles of primary necessity, to be gradually done away 
with, beginning with a reduction of 2,000/ ia 1854, and extending to 
a reduction of 15,000/ in 1861 and every subsequent year. The 
scheme of Lord Harriss for increasing the supplies of labour provides 
for the importation of 1,000 coolies at 15/ per head during the years 
1855 to 1862, and for the return passages of the same number from 
1863 to 1870; and the calculations explanatory of the scheme showed 
a balance in 1870 in favour of the Government of 19,0007 on these 
financial cperations. On the motion of Mr Rennie, it was resolved 
that, in addition to 1,000 Indian immigrants to be imported into the 
colony in 1854, 300 Chinese should also be introduced. 

The Barbadoes journals state that the weather had been very sea- 
sonable, and that irequent showers had fallen. 

The quantity of produce shipped is as follows :—31,974 hhds of 
sugar, 270 packages of arrowroot, 13 of ginger, 46 bales 
of cotton, 443 gourds of aloes. 
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The first quarter’s revenue under the New Trade Act amounted 
to asum much in excess of the Customs duties received during the 
same quarter in former years, 


MAURITIUS. 

We have letters from the Mauritius dated the 6th of June in- 
clusive. The sugar market was firm at 3} dols to 6 dols, and the 
shipments had reached 153,672,776 lbs, and there was more in store. 
Of the above quantity 66,000 tons had been exported to the United 
Kingdom, 7,000 tons to Australia, and 3,500 tons to the Cape. The 
next crop was estimated to yield 180,000,000 Ibs, or even about 90,600 
tons. The crushing was expected to commence in August. The 
hn ae was advancing.

INDIA AND CHINA, 

The commercial accounts received by the overland mail are not 
very favourable. At Bombay, owing to the setting in of the rainy 
season, no business had been transacted; whilst at Calcutta, prices of 
several articles of import had suffered a decline. From China the 
reports of the extent of transactions are also unfavourable, but less 
so than might have been anticipated under the critical events that 
were in progress. At Singapore, business was rather active, with the 
exception of cottons = in very limited re At Bombay, on 
the 19th of June, the exchange was 2s 1}d. reights were as low as 
35s to ‘Liverpool, and 2/ to London. ‘The shipments of indigo from 
Calcutta, to the 4th of June, were 25,962 chests, of which 14,391 had 
gone to Great Britain, and 8,120 to France, Exchange, 2s 14d to 
2s 12d credit, and 2s 1§d to 2s ltd documents. Freights to London :

From Shanghai we have dates to the 10th inst. The state of 
affairs in the north still checked any business in imports.

The accounts of the rebellion in the north and south are extra- 
ordinary, and for the future full of interest. The successful coup 
of Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary in proceeding up the Yang-tse- 
kiang to Nankin cannot but give general satisfaction. His Ex- 
cellency’s object must have been to obtain correct information of 
what was going forward, and to explain to the rebel chiefs the strict 
neutrality to be observed by Her Majesty’s Government in this con- 
tention, and to relieve as far as possible the British and foreign com- 
7 at Shanghai from a painful state of suspense, in which at one 
time they were, for the safety of their lives and property. The in- 
surgents were in possession of Nankin, which they were fortifying, 
having a force there estimated at 8,000 original rebels, and about 
25,000 from other provinces. They also possess Chin kiang-foo on 
the south, and Yan-chan-foo, on the north side of the Yang-tse- 
kiang, commanding the Grand Canal. 

From Amoy we have accounts of the capture of that city and its 
citadel, after a severe fight with the Imperial troo The rebels 
were most friendly to foreigners, and sent a guard to protect the 
factories and British Consulate.

~ GUMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


On Tuesday the half-yearly meeting of the North of Europe Steam 
(}ompany was held, Lord Yarborough presiding. The report, which 
\vas carried, stated that the results of the new trade opened by the 
company’s vessels had realised the best expectations, und at the next 
meeting in January the directors would be able to recommend the 
declaration of a dividend. The earnings already received exhibited 
a good amount of profit on the capital invested, and additional vessels 
were alone ired to enable it to be considerably increased. The 
directors pledged themselves to restrict their calls to the 10/ now 
paid until they ed a dividend in January. 

The General 1 ben Screw Collier on held their half- 
yearly meeting on Wednesday. The dividend declared for the 











quarter ending on the 30th of June was at the rate of 7 per cent. per 
annum. The chairman observed that it was found that one steamer 
could convey as large a quantity of coal in the course of the year as 
seven ordinary colliers. 

Considerable excitement has been produced amongst the leather 
trade in Liverpool by the receipt of the following copy of a decree 
issued just before the sailing of the last Brazilian mail :—“ Circular. 
—General-in-Chief of the Federal Army of the Province.—To the 
Justices of the Peace.—On account of the scarcity of cattle, which 
even now begins to be felt throughout the province, and the near ap- 
proach of winter, and also calling to mind the great consumption 
requisite for the supply of the army, likewise in consequence of the 
abandonment of a great number of farms, caused by the owners and 
their servants being engaged in actual service with the arzay, the 
undersigued decrees that from the receipt of this, no permit for the 
transit of troops of cattle shall be issued by you for Saladero estab- 
lishments ; and you will notify to the owners of such establishments 
that slaughtering is prohibited until further orders, and that it is 
their duty to see that this order be not infringed. (Signed) Lacos. 
San José de Flores, province of Buenos Ayres, May 26, 1852.” In 
the face of this decree, and considering the condition of things 
generally, not only in respect to the city of Buenos Ayres, but of 
the Argentine provinces whence our supply of South American hides 
has been drawn, it would be futile to look for any large importations 
as compared even with the average of years for some time back 
from that quarter. Not only, therefore, may a scarcity of hides be 
counted upon during the autumn and winter from the causes inti- 
mated, but the short stocks in the British markets, never so low for 
the last fifteen years, will be diminished by the Antwerp dealers, 
who cannot even at the present meet their local requirements. 





Letters from St Petersburg to the 27th ult. state that there had 
been a fair amount of general business, which would have been still 
greater but for the want of shipping. A further rise had taken place 
in freight, the rates for which are now double those that prevailed 
at the same period of last year. 

The mercantile advices bow Vienna state that the rate of exchange 
had become less unfavourable, owing to large draughts by M. Roths- 
child on Frankfort and London, which were thought to be connected 
with a loan in silver understood to be in negotiation. Money was 
temporarily in great demand, but there was extreme depression in 
all departments of trade, and a general falling off in the quantities of 
goods taken for consumption. 

_A letter from Denia states :—“The wine blight has affected the 
vineyards here. A fortnigit ago we received intelligence of its hav- 
ing shown itself at Gandia, and if is self-evident that the disease is 
in rapid progress here, On an average, about one-tenth part of the 
grapes are affected,” 

he export of corn has been prohibited from the Papa! States. 

We understand that the whole of the subscriptions for the new 
Discount Bank of Vienna have been takenup. The amount required 
was 500,000/. According to the deed, all parties having discount ac- 
counts are to be mutually responsible for each other in proportion to 
the sums allowed to each, and 15 per cent, of the net profits is to be 
set aside for a reserve fund to meet losses, and an additional 5 per 
cent. to meet the liabilities of the bank towards third parties for re- 
discounts, &c. 

The authorities of the Mint, in Paris, have given notice that, owin 
to the large influx of gold, the period for the re-delivery of gol 
coinage for bullion has been extended to 53 days.

Tne mind seems the most prolific of all things—a great consolation 
for those who believe that the production of wealth depends as much on 
the mind as on the hands, and who, therefore, see no end to the creation 
of wealth. In the fields of literature its works surpass all conception. 
We see, without any surprise, the newspapers published day after 
day, because every — rings fresh events for them to chronicle, 
describe, and discuss. But the never-ending succession of essays on 
every conceivable variety of subjects which fill the monthly and 
the quarterly journals fill us with astonishment. Many of them are 
necessarily on old subjects—rifacciamentos in the true sense of the term 
—and have to recommend them only some charm of novelty peculiar 
to the writer, either of style or thought. It is the province sTameian, 
however, to make the old new, and deck mean things in its own re- 
splendent colours. It is to the prolifieness of the mind that we are 
indebted for all those essays in Quarterly Reviews, which pour on us 
at the very time the world was remarking that they are less sparkling 
than they were wont to be. Both these Reviews treat us to some re- 
workings up of the past. In the “ North British” we have essays on 
“ The Text of Scripture,” on “ The Early Christian Life and Litera- 
ture of Syria,” which are papers rather for a class than for the 
public at large. In the “ British” the papers that more eoncera 
the past than the present are a notice of some of the great facts 
in the political and religious history of France, “The Crusades 
as described by Crusaders,” and an article on “Horace.” To the 
“North British” we are indebted for a discriminating criticism on 
Dallas’s “ Poetics” and Smith’s “ Poems,” for an interesting article on 
“Colonial Government,” for a good account of what has been done 
to improve the condition of the soldiers, and of Dr Marshall, who has 
laboured assiduously and successfully to promote the health of the 
military. “Germany in its Relations to France and Russia,” is a good 





political description of Germany, drawn in a great measure from Dr 
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Perze’s excellent “Life of Stein.” There are less interesting articles 
on the “New India Bill,” on Mrs Stowe’s “ Defence of Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” and on the “Grenville Papers and Junius.” To the

Tue vast number of curious phenomena we class together under the 
name of electricity well deserve a clear, forcible, and plain description 
like the present. One of the wonderful applications to the purposes of 
life of the recondite phenomena now continually arrests the attention 
of all, and is so extraordinary that it must serve to make the science 
universally attractive. To communicate with each other half across 
the globe as if we were in neighbouring apartments is the most extra- 
ordinary circumstance that has yet oceurred inthe history of man, and 
fixes at present, as it will fix in all coming:time, the attention of in- 
quirers on thst intangible, invisible agent or power that speaks for 
man, and conveys his thoughts from “Indus to the Pole” with 
lightning swiftness. Its makes eleetricity the study of the hour 
and the day, and will for’ever make its phenomena deeply interesting. 
It is a perpetual means of directing attention to the wonderful powers 
around us, and forcing us to acknowledge with awe that we live in the 
midst of inscrutable mysteries. Itis a revelation leading to other and 
continual revelations. The “inventor of the copying telegraphf’ and 
the author of “ Natural Evidence of a Future Life,” combining in him- 
self a great knowledge of the subject, with a due conviction of the 
sublime ends it is to serve, is just the person to write a book which 
shall be conte and yet dignified, not degrading the great experiments 
by which the facts have been brought to light to the level of a penny 
merren which shall at once raise the common pursuits of man in 
is own estimation, and impress more deeply on him the glories of 
creation. Mr Bakewell gives a short and well-written history of elec- 
trical discoveries; he expluinsand describesthe phenomena of electricity, 
from the first rudimental discoveries to the latest effects of the labours 
of Oersted and Faraday; and he describes the various applications of 
electricity to the useful arts which have been recently made and are 
still making. Amongst the latter may Be noticed the attempts, by no 
means yet successful, to use electricity asa cheap moving power, and to 
obtain it cheap and brilliant light. No part of the subject seems 
neglected by Mr Bakewell, and the cheap and useful book will make 
great multitudes of persons acquainted with the rationale of some of the 
most remarkable phenomena of nature, and be a guide to fa- 
ture improvements. If all books intended for the instruction of our 
youth were as well got up, as sound in their principles, and as judi- 
cious in their arrangements, we should have much less ignorance, 
fanaticism, and error in the world than now prevails.

PurPoseELy abstaining from offering any opinion as to the correctness 

of Mr Cobden’s conciusions, and saying nothing of his facts, which 

may be disputed, we must strongly recommend the pamphlet to public 

as a neat, concise, and forcible illustration of the manner in 
which our Asiatic possessions corrupt those who administer them, 
and make them commit deeds for whieh the nation is responsible, 
and for which it cannot be otherwise than ashamed. The war in 

Burmah, according to Mr Cobden, was as wantonly and unjustly 

begun as it has been unnecessarily protracted. It was in no degree 

provoked by any attempt to subvert our power or infringe on our 
territory. It seems to have been commenced on the one authority of 

Commodore Lambert, and contrary to the instructions of the 

Governor-General. But when nations or individuals act by subordi- 

nates ata distance, they cannot control their acts, and are obtiged to 

accept them and their consequences. It is, however, rather a start- 
ling fact to find that the nation may be planged into war, of which it 
taust take all the responsibilities, and suffer all the losses and the dis- 
grace, by the wanton acts of asubaitern officer. We transeribe the 
conelusion of Mr Cobden’s excellent let, because it expresses 
an important truth, and conveys a much needed lesson:— 

PRECEPT AND PRACTIOR. 

It is not a little perplexing to find in the teeth. of eolemn disavowals of a de- 
sire for seizing more territory, that the Governor-General’s policy aims directly 
at the annexation of Pegu, and will admit of no other terme; and if ‘‘a real 
necessity for advance” should arise, then, in spite of ite ruinous consequences, 
“ let-us,” seys his lordship, “ fulfil our destiny, which there, a8 elsewhere, will 
have compelled us forward in spite of our wisties:” or, in plain English, let us 
take the whole of Burmuh, even if it should prove ruinous to our finances, be- 
cause it is our destiny. 

Now, if we are to bave credit for the sincerity of all thie, what will be said 
of its statesmantike poliey? I putaside the pretence of “destiny,” which is 
not to be- tolerated as a plea amongst Christians, however valid it may be in 
Mahometan caruistry. ' But where lice the necessity for annexing any part of 
Barmah, if it be not our interest to dose? I find bat one argument put forth, 


but it is repeated in a variety of forms :—we are told, that if we do not seize a 
portion of the enemy's territory we sball be disparaged in hia eyes. In other 
words, unless the Government of Indie, with three handred thousand troops, 
and backed by the whole power of the British empire, pureue a policy injurious

told, have in the present wor “ betrayed a-total want of enterprize, courage, 
power and resource; large bodies of them retiring at the mere sight of a

But it is not consistent with the supremacy of that moral law, which mys- 
teriously sways the fate of empires, as well as of individuals, that deeds of | 
violence, fraud, and injustice, should be committed with permanent profit and 
advantage. If wrongs are in the neme, and by the authority of 
this great country, by its proconsuls or naval commanders in distant quarters 
of the globe, it is not by throwing the flimsy veil of a “double government” 
over such transactions, that we shall ultimately escape the penalty attaching 
to acts for which we are really responsible. How, or when, the retribution 
will react upon us, I presume not tossy. The rapime in Mexico and Peru was 
retaliated upon Spain, in the rain of her finances. In France, the rassias. of 
Algeria were repaid by her own troops, in the massacres of the Boulevards, 
and the savage combats in the streets of Paris. Let us hope that the national

For 
money ou call 23 is readily given. The demand comes principally, 
as we noticed last week, from the country, or rather from the 
great seats of manufacturing industry, where money is required to 
carry on the extensive business in progress. 


In the exchanges there is no alteration of importance to notice, 
but they are no better, and with Vienna they have rather declined. 
It still remains profitable to send gold to the Continent. 


The funds have had a downward tendency all the week, partly 
caused by the uncertainty which still hangs over our relations with 
Russia and the relations of that power to Turkey, but principally 
caused by the great demand for money to carry on trade, which 
made money invested in securities much less valuable than when 
employed in discounting bills. From 984, the closing price of 
Consols last week, they fell gradually till they reached 97} sellers, 
at which they closed to-day. Several sales were made to-day, 
but they were not traced to any lending parties, and were sup- 
posed to be chiefly for money. There is no speculation in the 
market, and consequently no great quantity of business. We

ur arrivals of bullion are considerable in the week—140,3162 
by the West India packet, 420,000/ from New York, while four 
vessels from Australia have brought 57,476 ounces of gold. 

Gold continues to be exported in considerable quantities to 
Rio, Egypt, and other places, so that, judging from the Bank 
returns, it goes out rather faster than it comes in. 

The silver recently imported has been sold at 593d per ounee, 
being an advance of. 4d the dollar, and the bar silver at 614d per 
ounce, being also a rise of 4d. 

A great many bills fell due yesterday, but they were all taken 
up—another proof of the general soundness of our present ex- 
tensive trade. 

The following paragraph, copied from a New York paper, illus- 
trates the still backward state of our active brethren in political 
science, and perhaps explains some of the difficulties occasionally 
experienced inthe New York money market. Fixing a rate of 
interest is as bad as fixing the price of horses :—“* In the New 
‘* York Senate a bill has been introduced repealing an act regu- 
“lating the rate of interest on a loan or forbearance money. 
‘“* This amendment does not affect the legal rate of interest—7 per 
‘* cent.—but repeals that part of the present law which makes it a 
‘* State prison offence to take more than the legal rate of interest on 
‘* money loaned; and fixing the forfeiture in such a case only at 
‘“‘ the loss of the interest exacted, and not of both principal and 
‘‘ interest. We fear that the Legislature is not sufficiently en- 
‘* lightened to pass a law to remove the existing liabilities for in- 
“* fractious of the usury law.”

The quotation of gold at Paris is about par (according to the last tariff) 
which, at the English mint price of 81178 104d perounce for standard 
gold, gives an exchange of 25°17; and the exchange at Paris on London 
at short being 25-024, it follows that gold is about 0-58 per cent. dearer in 
Paris than in London. 

By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 425 per mark, which, 
at the Englishmint priceof 3/ 17s 104d perounceforstandardgold,givesan 
exchange of 13°44; and the exchange at Hamburg on London at short 
being 13°4, it follows that gold is 0°41 percent. dearer in Hamburg than 
mn London. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ sight 
is 110 per cent. ; andthe par of exchange between England and America 
being 109 28-40 per cent.,it follows that the exchange is nominally 0°42 per 
cent. in favour of England; and, after making allowance for charges of 
transport, the present rate leaves a small profit on the importation of 
gold from the United States, 
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Money ORDERS.—In 1852, there were issued 4,947,825 money orders, repre- 
senting a sum equal to 9,438,277 178 2d. The expenses of the Money Order 
Department in the United Kingdom were 70,6691, the amount of commission 
received was 82,3331 ; leaving a net profit of 11,6647.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVE NING 

Fine weather for the last few days, and large arrivals of corn 
in the week, including 33,510 qrs of foreign wheat, made the 
corn market dull this morning. Oats were a trifle cheaper, but 
wheat and barley were unaltered, and for floating cargoes of Medi- 
terranean wheat a shilling a quarter more was obtained. Large 
purchases of these continue to be made in our market on foreign 
account. In the course of this week orders have come from Italy 
to buy cargoes afloat for that country; and as purchases con- 
tinue to be made on French account, while the arrivals are not 
numerous, the terms for floating cargoes have advanced. 

In the neighbouring continental markets there is this week a 
general lull, awaiting probably some more definite information 
concerning the harvest, the improved weather having imparted 
some more cheerfulness to the prospect. The improvement is 
thus expressed by Messrs P. Lagarde Ainé and Co., in a circular 


Ibs on Friday last, but since that , the weather being finer 
and not rain having fallen, the animation has subsided to 
some extent towards the close of this week, and prices have re- 
ceded about 2s per qr. From the bulk of the large information 
we have gathered carefully from every part of France about the 
real prospects of the growing crops, we are led to think that, 
excepting the immediate neighbourhood of Paris, a part of Nor- 
mandy, and the East of France towards the German frontier, 
the wheat crop will <be very near to an average one. In the 
south of France, where the harvest has begun, the farmers are 
highly satisfied with the quality and weight of the new wheat. 
The sickle will be in full work here in the first days of August, 
and we have every reason to expect a good and heavy 
quality, if the rain does not interfere with the harvest. 
The rye crop is secured, and is a good, but nota large one. Of 
beans, barley, and oats, the yield will be larger than in any of 
the last ten years, and we have already seen very good samples 
of grey and black oats. If the harvest goes on under a favour- 
able weather, the importation of wheat will give no profit after 
Christmas in this country. Real wants exist now in the North of 
France, where the stocks are reduced to the narrowest compass, 
whilst the harvest is later than is customary ; besides, it isa 
general practice there not to thresh wheat before the beginning of 
the winter, and the import duties being uow at the lowest range 
on the sea frontier from Caen to Dunkirk, and on the land fron- 
tier from Dunkirk to Mulhouse, for one month at least, we con- 
sider that the importers of grain have an opportunity to try the 
northern markets of France, which wil! not offer itself again later 
in the season.’ Other circulars give rather more cheerful accounts 
than of late, and the harvest may probably turn out better than 
our fears have anticipated. 


There was more activity in Mincing-lane at the beginning of 
the week than at its close, and on the whole the market has been 
dull. A less quantity of business than usual has been transacted 
in sugar, and at prices somewhat easier. 

Coffee has been dull, and the price declined from 6d to is in 
the week, but the market was not weaker at the close to-day. 

Tea has undergone no change in price, but since the arrival of 
the ovarland mail on Saturday, the dealers have been less dis< 
posed to buy than previously. Duty was paid at this port during 
the week ending 28th ultimo on 587,684 lbs, against 644,782 in 
the corresponding period last year. 

For rice there has been an active demand, and in the early part 
of the week with a rise in the price, which at its close was not 
maintained. 

A slightly improved demand for saltpetre has taken place in the 
latter part of the week, but the article remains in (about the 
same!position as to price itjoccupied at its commencement. The 
threatened war has no effect on the price of saltpetre, though it 
disturbs the sale of other products, and has made the markets for 
colonial produce in general dull and unsatisfactory in the week. 


Of the silk market we find the following particulars stated in 
Mr H. W. Eaton’s circular, of the 1st:—‘* The activity in the 
silk market has been well sustained throughout the month. In 
Chinas a considerable business has again been done, and the deli- 
veries continue large. Prices have been extremely firm, with an 
upward tendency, 21s and 21s 6d having been paid for best silk. 
Taysaams have become inconveniently scarce, and have realised 
from 17s 6d to 18s 3d. The bulk of the long reels has also been 
taken off from 15s to 16s 6d. An almost new feature has presented 
itself, in the export of Tsatlees to Italy, to be thrown into Organ- 
zine, contracts to some extent having been made. The accounts 
from China just received, report further shipments from Shanghai 
of about 2,000 bales, leaving less than 200 bales unsold, and 
making the quantity now on the way about 3,000 bales. The 
distnrbed state of the country has induced holders to submit to 
easier rates for their old silk in exchange for opium, money trans- 
actious to any extent being out of the question. Samples of the 
new crop were expected towards the end of June, and there 
seems good reason to hope that prices would open on a moderate 
scale. The new silk is reported as good in quality, but not so 
abundant as last season. In Bengals there has been more doing, 
most of the recent imports of fairly workable sorts seliing freely. 
In Italian silk there has been considerable activity, particularly in 
throwns, and prices may be quoted from 1s to 1s 6d higher. Large 
contracts have also been made for the new silk at high rates.” 

The monthly report from M. Gamot, director of the Lyons 
Silk-conditioning House, for the month of July, has been re- 
ceived. It gives 2,831 bales, weighing 494,172 Ibs, for July this 
year, against 1,768 bales, weighing 273,745 lbs, for July last year. 
The consumption of foreign %ilks is continually increasing—the 
average is now nearly 25 per cent. of the whole yet consumed in 
France. The progress of the Silk-conditioning House of London 
is not so rapid as it was expected to be, the manufacturers ap- 
parently not appreciating its importance. 

The sales in the Liverpool cotton market this week have been 
rather limited ; they reach 44,000 bales, of which spinners took 
$4,000, exporters 6,000, and speculators 4,000 bales. There is no 
quotable alteration in prices, but low qualities are perhaps a 
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shade cheaper. The market is entirely guided by the reports 
about the state of political affairs ; the feeling is in favour of the 
article if peace is not disturbed. We had this week two mails 
from America. The New York market was steady, whilst prices 
at New Orleans were again }c higher. The weather was more 
favourable for the new crop; still, in general, the season was a 
backward one. The demand in this market has been steady, re- 
sulting in sales of 4,000 bales at unchanged rates. 

“The colonial wool sales,” say Messrs. Hazard and Son,” 
progress as satisfactorily as can be expected in the uncertain 
state in which the whole country is placed as to war or peace. 
The quantity brought forward is large, and the prices keep up 
pretty well for good clean parcels. The decline is from $d to 1d, 
or thereabouts, depending in each parcel as to the state of con- 
dition of the wool.” 

The following late account from the United States of the New 
York foreign dry goods market, shows how the prosperity of 
the Americans affect all the manufacturers of Europe :— 
“Trade has opened this present week with some considerable 
animation. Very many jobbers are here from the South and 
West, making purchases thus far principally of woollen goods. 
The city jobbers are now devoting their attention to the importers, 
and some large sales were made yesterday and to-day. From 
this time forward we may expect an active business in dry goods 
generally. The sales thus far in June and July foot up large, as 
many transactions this season have been heavy in amount. In 
British goods the demand has been principally couvfined to 
woollens. Heavy Whitney coatings, Petershams, and blankets 
are largely sold, to arrive. The advices from abroad represent 
these goods as still on the advance, which, taken in connection 
with the demand here, makes importers almost indifferent 
as to their sale. The market will soon be bare of these goods. 
Low-priced blue blankets have been sold for delivery in August. 
The lower grades of cloths are also very scarce and sell well; the 
finer qualities are more plenty, but none in excess. French 
staples, such as merinos‘and mous de laines, are beginuing to 
move. Black silks have been taken in large lots. Velvets are 
not yet active, but sell constantly. French and Scotch ginghams 
begin to move ; the importation of ginghams is thought to be very 
moderate. Prints do not move off yet ; this week will put them 
in motion, Worsted goods are very quiet. Alpacas and Or- 
leans cloths are dull, but the stock on hand is very small and 
prices on the other side are high, so that no depreciation in this 
article can take place this season. Everything looks favourable 
for the future of the present season.” It is not Australia alone 
that is provoking a large increase in our exports. 


The paragraph in the American paper is confirmed by the 
correspondent of the Zimes:—‘There is every sign of most 
abundant crops throughout the United States. Cotton and to- 
bacco are looking unusually well in most districts, while the 
wheat harvest of the Middle and Western States has been very 
heavy. At present every sign is favourable for continued prosperity 
in the business of the country. Money is abundant, credit is good, 
failures are not heard of, our imports and exports are swelling 
beyond precedent, public stocks are high, large dividends have 
generally been divided by railways, banks, and manofacturing and 
mining companies in July, and there is universal confidence that 
this state of things is stable.” 





INDIGO. 

In the month of July there were imported into London 2,381 
chests, against 3,101 chests in the correspouding mouth last year; 
delivered, for home consumption 18 chests, for export 1,143 chests, 
total 1,761 chests, against 1,911 chests in July 1852. Our stock on 
the Ist inst, amounted to 24,414 chests, viz. 17,742 chests Bengal 
and similar descriptions, and 6,672 chests Mudras, Kurpah, &c., 
against 26,212 chests Bengal, &c., and 3,473 chests Madras, &c., 
(total 29,685 chests) Ist August 1852. 

The importation of all descriptions E. L Indigo, during the seven 
months ending 3ist July, has been for the last five years as fol- 
lows :—1853, 13,385 chests; 1852, 17,570 chests ; 1851, 23,996 chests; 
1850, 20,198 chests; and in 1849, 25,227 chests. Of Spanish indigo 
‘we received here during the same period this year 3,049 serons, 
‘against 3,407 serons in 1852, and 5,503 serons in 1851; the eut-goings 
mounted to 1,865 serons this year, against 1,866 serons in 1852; and 
4,290 serons in 1851. The stock in London on the 1st of this month 
was 2,54] serons against 1,944 serons same time last year, and 2,212 
serons in 1851. 

Since the close of the last quarterly sale the transactions in indigo 
have not been to any extent ; prices are however firmly mainteined. 
By the last mail from Calcutta, 16th June, we learn that the prospects 
for the next indigo crop had not materially altered ; it was expeoted 
to yicld but a moderate quantity. Since the commencement of the 
last season, ist November 1852, the shipments from Calcutta, down to 
15th June, 1853, had been:—to Great Britain, 14,401 chests; to 
Fravce, 8,128 chests; to America, 1,520 chesis; to the Guiph, 1,583 
chests; to Suez, 330 chests ; to various parts, 61 chests; total, 26,023 
chests weighivg 97,995 factory mauuds. A few thousand mauads 
were left on hand at Calcutta.

Moypay, Aug. 1.—Last week’s imports of foreign stock into London were on an 
extensive scale, the total supp'y having amounted to 10,558 head. Duriog the 
same period in 1852 we received 7,805; in 1851, 9,001. 

We were very extensively supplied with foreign stock to-day. Its general quality 
being inferior, the demand ruled heavy, and prices were not supported. There were 
109 oxen from Spain on show.
